BORDEAUX, France, Feb. 13 
(AP)—A French military court, 
trying 21 former soldiers of Hit- 
ler’s Elite (SS) Guard for the 
wartime massacre of 642 Oradour- 
sur-Glane villagers, today sen- 
tenced one German and one A} 
satian to death. 

Winding up one of France’s 
most disputed recent judicial 
cases, the seven-man tribunal also: 

Sentenced 13 Alsatians and five 
Germans to prison terms ranging 
from five to 12 years. 

Acquitted one German, Erwin 
Dagenhardt. 

Sentenced to death in absentia 
25 other former members of the 
Third Company of the SS Das 
Reich Division. 

Alsatian Georges-Rene Bom. 
and German Karl Lentz, were the 
two ex-sergeants who received 
death sentences. This penalty had 
been asked for them only be- 
cause the others were lower- grade 
enlisted men under officers’ or- 
ders. 

Boos was one of the two Al- 
satian defendants who had volun- 
teered and had not been drafted 
into the German army. 

Lentz and Boos appealed at 
once to France’s highest court, 
but were shackled hand and foot 
and taken to death cells in ancient 
Fort Du Ha. The other convicted 
men conferred with their lawyers 
about appeals.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP)— 
The Eisenhower Administration 
today scrapped allocation controls 
on all steel, copper and aluminum 
which is not claimed by defénse 
priority-holders. This action was 
annouhced by the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization. 


The action applies only to the 
production, delivery and use of 
the three basic metals and does 
not affect the present price con- 
trols of those metals. ‘The price 
controls are due to go off be- 
tween now and April 30 and 
price officials expect increases in 
all three to result. 

Today’s action followed one 
yesterday by the Office of Price’ 
Stabilization ending price con- 
trols over thousands of items. 
Consumers today were warned by 
Price Stabilizer Joseph Freehill 
that sharp price boosts on gaso- 
line and some increases on a 
variety of other items might re- 
sult from the OPS move.

Special police details have been 
assigned to guard legations of 
Communist countries in Israe 
since the break in Israeli-Soviet 
relations. 

A spokesman for the. Israeli 
Foreign , Office, commenting last 
night on the Kremlin’s break in 
relations, said the bomb incident 
was a “mere pretext” for the 
action. 

“The campaign of virulent slan- 
der and outspoken hostility to- 
ward Israel, the Zionist move- 
ment, Jewish organizations and 
Jews ... has in recent months 
been ominously gaining momen- 
tum,” the spokesman said. “Its 
true purpose is the utter desola-

ago. 

Results have been so beneficial 
Indianapolis would never go back 
“to the chug-and-rub days when 
a homeward-bound motorist fre- 
quently arrived too upset and 
nervous to eat dinner,” officials 
here said. 

They pointed out that a large 
part of those who originally op- 
posed the speed-up traffic pro- 
gram, including merchants on 
streets converted to one-way traf- 
fic, had been won over. 

Engineer Bilby recalled a sim- 
ple test he made in December 
1950, about a year beforé this 
city decided to unsnarl its traffic 
through one-way streets and syn- 
chronized control. 

Bilby selected a six-block route 
in the downtown area ‘that in- 
cluded one left turn. During the 
height of the evening rush hour, 
he drove this route. It took him 
25 minutes to travel the six 
blocks. 

Travel Time Reduced. 

A few days ago he decided to 
go over the same route, also dur- 
ing an evening rush period. His 
travel time was nine minutes. 

In the interval between Bilby’s 
tests, Indianapolis established 24 
miles of one-way thoroughfares 
and synchronized many of its traf- 
fic lights. 

Under optimum conditions, it is 
now possible for a motorist, bound 
north out of the downtown area, 
to travel nearly two miles without 
stopping for a traffic light. 

Traffic on U.S. Highway 40, 
which runs through the heart of 
the city, has been improved ma- 
terially through synchronization 
of traffic lights under a three- 
year project completed last year 
by the state ‘highway department. 

In the years following World 
War II, motorists and pedestrians 
alike became aware that traffic 
conditions here were getting more 
and more “hopeless.” 

“I'd say that Indianapolis was 
among the worst, if not the worst, 
of cities of comparable size in the 
Midwest,” Bilby said. 

“Practically nothing had been 
done to ease the situation.” 

Usual Obstacles. 

There were the usual obstacles: 

1. Some rerouting of. public 
transportation lines would have 
to be done with a one-way 
street system. In the case of 
trolleys with overhead power 
lines, this, of course, can be a 
costly project. 

2. Patrons of busses and trol- 
leys might, in some cases, have 
to walk a few extra blocks to 
catch their bus. 

3. A minority of merchants 


felt that their business would 


be hurt if traffic could move 
only one way past their stores. 

The city administration had a 
choice: It could succumb to these 
objections or it could proceed 
with traffic solutions that were 
becoming daily more obvious. 

The Indianapolis News was 
thumping for one-way streets al- 
most’ daily in editorials and 
special stories. The Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce added its voice 
to the clamor and the downtown 
real estate board placated the 
merchant objectors. , 

Bilby estimated that about 20 
per cent of affected merchants 
were against the one-way system 
at that time. 

For its part, the downtown real 
estate board could feresee a gen- 
eral decay of downtown business 
because of inaccessibility to the 
customer, who would turn, in- 
stead, to a suburban shopping 
center. With this support, vocal 
and constant, city hall proceeded. 

A pair of east-west streets was 
made one-way in June 1951. The 
news reported there was “no 
hitches.” .

A voluntary refund of $1,300,- 
000 on a defense contract has 


been made to the Army by the 
Bowen-McLaughlin Co. of Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., and Hitchcock, Tex., 
and the Lincoln Engineering Co., 
5701 Natural Bridge avenue, has 
voluntarily refinded $60,000 on 
one of its Government contracts, 
Col. F. G. Bryan, deputy district 
chief of the St. Louis Ordnance 
District, announced today. 

The St. Louis firm, which had a 
$2,856,670 contract tb make boost- 
ers for artillery shells, trimmed 
production costs sharply enough 
to save the Government an addi- 
tional $112,212, Bryan said. 


The Bowen-McLaughlin Co. had 
a $7,500,000 contract to rehabili- 
tate 3581 worn-out Army half 
tracks and tractors. “The refund 
was made possible because the 
company continually devised ways 
and means ,of lowering costs 
while maintaining the quality of 
its work and expediting produc- 
tion,” Bryan said. Texas is one 
of the states in the St. Louis 
Ordnance District. 

The colonel explained that the 
Bowen-McLaughlin Co, devised 
special tools, fixtures and insti- 
tuted new production methods in 
rebuilding the vehicles. He said’ 
that production had been kept 
at a high level because of the 
company’s “enlightened labor re- 
lations policy which brought 
about fine morale among em- 
ployes.” 

He said the company has an 
aircraft club for employes, pro- 
vides them flight training, has a 
swimming pool and various ath- 
letic leagues. 

“The voluntary refunds are par-

Sodium fluoride, widely recom- 
mended as a deterrent to tooth 
decay, appears to hasten the 
mending of fractured bones, two 
Washington University orthopedic 
surgeons told the Society of Uni- 
versity Surgeons, meeting today 
at the Chase Hotel. 

Dr. Richard T. Odell and Dr. 
J. Albert Key reported that 
white rats with sodium fluoride 
in their water supply recovered 
faster from experimental leg 
fractures than another group 
drinking untreated water, In some 
cases, healing was twice as fast. 

The research was prompted by 
evidence of rapid healing of frac- 
tures among residents of Deaf 
Smith county, Tex., Dr. Odell 
said. He quoted a report that 
residents of that. county suffering 
hip fractures, with an average 
age of 84 years, were able to 
walk again in eight weeks. The 
rapid recovery was attributed to 
the presence of trace minerals, 
including fluorine, in the natural 
water supply, Dr. Odell said.

The Urban League is faced with 
the “ironic situation” of having 


‘obtained more job openings for Th 


skilled Negroes than there are 
trained workers to fill them, M. 
Leo Bohanon, executive director, 
reported last nicht. 

In the league’s annual report, 
he said: A racially-discrimina- 
tory pattern in most craft unions, 
denial of apprenticeship training 
to Negroes, inadequacies existing 


in public school vocational train-|° 


ing facilities and the long-time 
community pattern of not hiring 
Negroes for jobs above the com- 
mon labor level, have operated to 
discourage and keep young Ne- 
groes from going into the trades 
and has eliminated any possible 
pool of skilled Negro workers.” 

Speaking at the league’s annual 
dinner meeting at Temple Israel 
House, 5017 Washington boule- 
vard, Bohanon said 1952 was a 
year of continued progress for the 
league but results did not equal 
those of 1951. He continued: 

Responsible community and 
civic leaders, as a whole, did not 
take advantage of the improved 
racial ‘climate’ generated last 
year to advance the cause of hu- 
man and race relations in St. 
Louis. Final results, 
were disappointing—measured in 
terms of major and permanent ad- 
vances towards greater democracy 
in the working and living atmos- 
phere of this community.” 

‘Some Improvement.’ 

Discussing the employment pat- 
tern for Negro workers here last 
year, Bohanon said there was 
“some improvément” over 1951. 
“There was a broadening of the 
tendency of employers to offer 
jobs on the basis of qualification 
and experience, regardless of col- 
or,” he said. 

And yet, islands of complete 
denial of any sort of employment 
for Negroes were still present in 

‘local industrial patterns at the 
end of the year. At the close of 
1952, 10 of the larger plant 
holding defense contracts still 
absolutely refused to accept Ne- 
groes for employment, and local 
public utility companies and de- 

. partment stores continued to re- 
tain their limited and restricted 
pattern in employment of Ne- 
groes. 

“Organized labor unions, as a 
whole, did not keep pace with 
the improving attitude of manage- 
ment, although scattered patterns 

of a greater recognition of the 
Negro for equal membership and 

employment rights did come to 
public attention.” 

As for housing, Bohanon said 

about 135,000 persons, 90 per cent 
of the total Negro population, 
“are still restricted to about 500 
city blocks, less than one eighth 
of the city’s total residential area. 


Despite the slow but steady move- 
ment of Negroes into west and 
northwest St. Louis, the pattern 
of Negro housing remains rela- 
tively unchanged. Actually, it is 
the ghetto, the slum and blighted 
areas which are being extended.” 
Racial Bar at 18 Parks. 

Only nine of 30 playgrounds op- 
erated by the city last summer 
“provided services to Negroes on 
a democratic basis,” he asserted.

Joining in the debate, Senator 
Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, declared it 
unfortunate that Benson “desig- 
nated the nation’s program for 
agriculture as disaster insurance.” 

‘Protein,’ Not ‘Insurance.’ 

He said the support legislation 
was enacted to “protect the farm- 
ers from disaster,” not to “pay 
them insurance after disaster has 
occurred.” 

Secretary Benson said in his 
speech that government farm 
price supports should be used as 
“disaster insurance” and should 
not operate to encourage uneco- 
nomic production yielding large 
farm surpluses and subsidies. 

The secretary, who spoke be- 
fore the Central Livestock Asso- 
ciation, gave no indication that 
the Government planned to act 
immediately on the price decline, 
but said, on the contrary, that 
lower prices would bring more 
beef to consumers and help sta- 
bilize the market. He pledged, 


however, to carry out existing 


compulsory price-support laws. 

On returning from St. Paul, 
Benson told a cotton industry ad- 
visory committee yesterday that 
there seems to be “some concern 
regarding my position on support 
programs.” 

“We are going to support the 
basics (crops) at full 90 per cent 
of parity as prescribed by law— 
we will support the basics at 
levels that have been announced 
or will be worked out with ad- 
visory groups such as this and 
. That, it seems to me, 
is a positive and unmistakable 
statement.” 

Study of Mechanics. 
Benson said that he reserved 
the right to examine the mechan- 
ics of price support programs, 
adding that he would do this 
with the co-operation of advisory 
committees. 

Senator Burnet R. Maybank 
(Dem.), South Carolina, suggest- 
ed that Benson be called before 
the Senate Banking Committee to 
explain his views. 

He said Congress guaranteed 
high support prices in the De- 
fense Production Act especially to 
stimulate production of food and 
fiber, and “I do not intend to 
stand by idly now and see men 
who have no knowledge of farm 
problems again cut the heart out

Criticized by Russell. 


Senator Richard B. Russell 
(Dem.), Georgia, said Benson ap- 
parently was calling for a free 
market for farmers without a free 
market throughout the rest of the 
economy. 

Russell, who was the one who 
charged that the Administration 
was sowing the seeds of a disas- 
trous depression, said that all the 
Republicans are doing about the 
“creeping paralysis” in the farm 
economy is to “talk about it and 
give advice the farmers can’t 
follow.” 

Benson’s speech was praised, 
however, by Senator Clinton P. 
Anderson (Dem.), New Mexico, 
who was Secretary of Agriculture 
in the first Truman Administra- 
tion. Anderson said Benson evi- 
dently does not propose “to be 
led into extreme high-level sup- 
port which would add surpluses” 
and evidently favors flexibility in 
price supports.

The minority view, which Mr. Rorty has blown 
up so it appears as imposing as Gibraltar, 
questions the safety of the procedure and de- 
mands “more study.” The Delaney group, how- 
ever, did not differentiate the degree of relia- 
bility to be accorded the various witnesses, and 
neither apparently did Mr. Rorty. 

Moreover, an analysis of the Delaney report 
made for the American Dental Association in- 
dicates some of the witnesses “had not made any 
studies of sufficient magnitude. . and did not 
appear to have adequate background to warrant 
their testifying as experts in this matter.” 

Is fluoridation safe? Dr. Francis A. Bull, di- 
rector of dental health in Wisconsin, one of 
the first states to employ the procedure, point- 
ed out here not long ago that more than 3,000, 
000 people have been drinking naturally fluori- 
dated water all their lives with no evidence of 
impairment of general health. And in many 
cases they have been drinking water with more 
than five times the fluorine content recom- 
mended for St. Louis. 

In addition, more than 500 communities, 
containing more than 12,000,000 persons, now 
fluoridate their drinking water and the number 
is increasing rapidly. One of these is Wash- 
ington, D.C., where the funds to operate the 
program were voted by Congress. 

If there were the slightest doubt that the 
program was not safe, would the A.M.A., the 
A.D.A., the Public Health Service and others 
indorse it? After all these are careful, conserva- 
tive organizations. 

Fluoridation has one effect, and even the De- 
laney Committee agreed on that: it will reduce 
the number of cavities in children. Even Mr. 
Rorty admits that tooth decay is probably the 
most prevalent chronic disease of modern man. 
Since fluoridation is the only cheap, safe and 
practical method of dealing with the disease, 
why should we delay in taking advantage of 
the procedure? , 


The Third Man 


There has been a six-way face-lifting at the 
White House. Portraits of Democrats Jefferson, 
Jackson and Wilson have been lifted down from 
the wall in the Cabinet room and faces of Fed- 
eralist Washington and Republicans Lincoln 
and William Howard Taft have been lifted up. 

And why give such eminence to mustachioed, 
portly William Howard Taft, whose politically 
hectic four years from 1909 to 1913 are gen- 
erally rated as among the least successful in 
White House history? 

Lacking an official explanation, one guess is 
as good as any and more probable than most. 
It is because neither William McKinley nor 
Calvin Coolidge, to pick two Republican presi- 
dential names out of the homburg, had a son 
who grew up to be the sorely disappointed Sen- 
ate Majority Leader in the new G.O.P, Admin- 
istration, 
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Up to the Aldermen 

About everybody who has a stake in the city’s 
traffic problem—and that is nearly everybody in 
this area—has promised to support the Cham. 
ber of Commerce plan for traffic control. That 
support ought to encourage the Board of Alder- 
men to act quickly on legisjation, - 

Among the latest organizations to indorse the 
plan are two groups of insurance brokers and 
agents, They have a stake in traffic accidents, 
fatalities, injuries and property damage which 
result from jammed streets and disregarded 
traffic laws. 

The chamber’s answer to all this is drastic. It 
calls for a city-wide system of one-way streets, 
restricted parking, strong law enforcement and 
an automatic traffic control system. Only this 
kind of action promises to make room in the 
streets for our thousands of vehicles, 

Edward F. Woods has reported from Kansas 
City on the preved effectiveness of one-way 
streets and limited parking. Missouri's western 
metropolis has developed about 40 miles of 
these arteries. The traffic blight has been re- 
lieved in spite of a 40 per cent increase in traf- 
fic volüme since 1946. And u few one-way 
streets have been made to carry as much traffic 
as a new $7,000,000 expressway, 

Why should St. Louis delay in adopting the 
chamber's traffic plan? It has wide support. The 
evidence of other cities justifies it. Nothing less 
will ever permit St. Louis to live with its auto- 
mobiles, as a great city must. 
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Mr. Lincoln’s $201 

Somebody has been missing the bus at Riggs 
National Bank in Washington. The bank has dis- 
covered that it still has on deposit $201.80 to’ 
the credit of Abraham Lincoln, and what we 
want to know ig why, after 87 years, there is 
only $201.80 there. ) 

Resorting to the handy compound interest 
table which we carry in a hip pocket, we find 
that $201.80 deposited 80 years ago, compounded 
annually at the very modest rate of 4 per cent, 
ought to amount to $4616 today. 

With one eye on history and the other on a 
possible lawsuit, Riggs hastens to point out that 
Mr. Lincoln's $201.80 was deposited in a non- 
interest bearing account, But if it did not earn 
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Mr. Lincoln entrusted 
the $201.80 to Riggs, the value of his money 
been pretty well et up by secular inflation, Two 
hundred potatoes of the 1865 vintage are worth 
less than 50 as of 1952. Maybe Riggs just ought 
to forget the whole thing. 
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Gains in Egypt and Israel 
The Mediterranean area for a long time was 
the weakest spot in the Western defense perime- 
ter. But two rather sudden events now have 
strengthened it considerably. One of these was 
Russia's diplomatic break with Israel. The other 


was the British-Egyptian agreement on the Su- 
dan and the Suez. 


Despite its democratic principles, Israel tried 


for séveral years to avoid involvement in the 
cold war. Perhaps the chief reason for this was 
consideration for the welfare of the millions of 
Jews behind the Iron Curtain. Pragmatic justi- 
fication of this policy, however, evaporated 
quickly as Soviet anti-Semitism becamé more 
and more heated, 

Even after the bombing of the Russian lega- 
tion in Tel Ayiv, Israel sought to avoid an 
out-and-out break. But Moscow is exploiting the 
affair to the hilt. As a consequence, Israel must 
almost inevitably move more closely into the 
Western orbit. : 

The other source of weakness in the Mediter- 
ranean area has been the anti-Western though 
hardly pro-Communist attitude of the Arabs. 
This was caused to some extent by Western sup- 
port of the establishment of the Israeli state, 
but even more by resentment of Western coloni- 


alism, past and present. This resentment should» 


be considerably mollified by the new concord 
between Britain and the chief Arab state, Egypt. 


Under the new agreement, the Sudanese 
themselves will eventually decide whether they 
want full independence, whether they want to 
adhere to Egypt or whether they want a place 
in the British Commonwealth, That formula is 
fair. It is perhaps the only way out of argument 
and strife. 

Britain also has agreed “in principle” to with- 
draw military forces, except for certain experts, 
from the Suez. Trouble may still arise over the 
actual working out of this arrangement, but one 
may hope that the details will be less difficult 
than the basic agreement. For one thing, they 
will be discussed on a relatively friendly basis, 
not in anger. 

Perhaps this better understanding between 
Cairo and London may even offer an opportu- 
nity for mediating the Arab-Israeli antipathy. 
But be that as it may, the latest developments 
have greatly weakened the Russians and cor- 
respondingly strengthened the West in the Medi- 
terranean world. 
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Legislator or Lobbyist? 


Each legislative session in Jefferson City 
seems to develop its special case of special 
pleading by a legislator who ought to know 
better. 

A year or so ago a St. Louis legislator fought 
increased truck fees while he was employed 
by a trucking firm. Now. Representative F. E. 
(Buck) Robinson of Knox county admits that 
he sought and got a job recently from the 
Missouri Motor Hotel Association. The associa- 
tion is against the toll road bill. So is Repre- 
sentative Robingon. : 

He denies that he is a lobbyist for the associ- 
ation. Yet he is on the association’s payroll. He 
wrote an article against toll roads. Though a 
House member, he twice appeared before the 
Senate committee to oppose toll roads. 

The State Constitution requires legislators to 
swear they will “not knowingly receive” pay for 
performance of any act in office. Violation of 
this oath is not considered a mere impropriety; 
it is perjury. No wonder House leaders are in- 
vestigating the Robinson.case. 

Missouri may not be certain that toll road 
legislation is justified now. But the Constitution 
makes it absolutely certain that no legislator 
has a right to take money for fighting the 
battles of groups with a financial stake in 
legislation. 
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Senator Welker Has a Thought 

Senator Welker of Idaho, urging sale of TVA 
to private enterprise, says the latter “can do 
anything the Government can do.” Of course it 
can, But will it? 

Will a private business concern take the prof- 
its from the production and sale of electric 
power and plow them back into a region to con- 
trol floods, reforest lands, conserve soil, provide 
navigation channels and perform other necessary 
functions which cost money but produce no 
revenue? 

If Senator Welker knows of a business con- 
cern that not only can but will perform these 
valuable national services whieh TVA is per- 
forming, he should by all means name it. Until 
he does, the most tenable interim theory will be 
that he is talling through hig tall silk hat. 
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A Decision for Congress 
If President Eisenhower is thinking of abol- 
ishing the Council of Economie Advisers by 
executive action, he has been badly advised. 


Doubt of the Council’s future was clearly im- 
plied when notices were sent to its entire staff 
stating that their jobs may be terminated March 
30. Press Secretary James C. Hagerty says this 
does “not necessarily” mean that the Council 
itself will be abolished, Any such decision, how- 
ever, does not lie within the competence of the 
White House alone, It is a decision which should 
be made only with the active consent, on a roll- 
call vote, of Congress. 

The Council of Economic Advisers was set up 
by the Full Employment Act of 1946, for the 
purpose of gathering information and reporting 
regularly to the President on measures it might 
recommend for promoting maximum employ- 
ment, production and purchasing power. In that 
Act, Congress declared it to be “the continuing 
policy and responsibility of the federal govern- 
ment” to use all practicable means of maintain- 
ing full employment in an economy based upon 
free competitive enterprise. Establishment of 
the Council was the only specific action pre- 
scribed in the Act. 

Congress adopted the Act by an overwhelming 
vote of both parties. In the House, Democrats 
supported it 205 to 17 and Republicans 114 to 
67, In the Senate, it was passed by voice vote 
Without recorded opposition. 

If President Eisenhower believes the Council 
of Economic Advisers to be unnecessary, then 
his proper course is to ask Congress to repeal 
the Full Employment Act. In the absence of re- 
peal, he has a clear responsibility to enforce the 
law and make it work. Me

The indorsement of the fluoridation pro- 
gram by the American Déntal Association 
hag tended to obscure the fact that the 
program is vigorously opposed both by 
leading research dentists and by biochem- 
ists and nutritionists of high standing. Dr. 
Robert 8. Harris, director of the Nutri ; 
tional Biochemistry Laboratories of the 
Massachysetts Institute of Technology, be- 
gan his testimony before the Congression- 
al Delaney Committee by listing 19 basic 
questions which have not been answered 
by the proponents of water fluoridation; 
most of them have not even been raised by 
the current 10-year pilot fluoridation stud- 
ies, which have from three to five more 
years to run. ‘ 


These studies are concerned primarily 
with the effect of fluoridation on the aver- 
age child and, even more narrowly, on 
the average child's teeth, although the 
bones tend to be a better measure of the 
total physiological effect since the femur 
concentrates about 15 times as much flu- 
orine as teeth. 


For Long-Term Studies 


As Dr. Harris pointed out, there is 
plenty of evidence that one part per mil- 
lion of fluorine or a little more in the 
drinking water interferes with e 
systems which are involved in the wth 
of bones, and in the functioning of nerve 
tissue. He and other scientists who feel 
that the water fluoridation pregram is pre- 
mature insist that the precise effects of 
fluorine in drinking water cannot be de- 
termined by epidemiological surveys, but 


only by long-term laboratory and clinical 


studies. 

Further study 186 also needed to deter- 
mine whether fluorine in the water is the 
sole or even the chief cause of the low in- 
cidence of tooth decay in naturally fluori- 
dated areas, such as Texas, Arizona, Colo- 
rado and South Dakota. 


Dr. Harris was followed on the stand 


by six other highly qualified scientists, 


all of whom urged caution and further 
research before the fluoridation program 
is generally adopted. 

Equally disturbing questions have been 
raised by other clinicians. The children of

mature adoption of the program. ä 


Case of Evangelism? 


In 1946 Dr. Hart was a member of a 
committee of - biochemists, physicians, 
pathologists, nutritionists, dentists, pedi- 
atricians and engineers appointed by the 
Mayor of Madison, the state capital, to 
advise the city council on the question. 
The committee voted unanimously against 
immediate fluoridation, but, under the 
pressure of enthusiastic dentists, the coun- 
cil adopted the program anyway. 

Unquestionably the Public Health Serv- 
ice’s promotion of the fluoridation program 
has been marked by a great deal of high 
pressure evangelism, coupled with intol- 
erance of any and all opposition, despite 
the fact that the scientists who have op- 

the gram are as sincere and at 
east ag well qualified to appraise the 
issues as are the Public Health Service 
epidemiologists. 


Lessons of the Dispute 


The real lessons of the fluoridation con- 
troversy are to be found elsewhere; in 
the tendency of American health workers 
to ‘premature general application of 
new discoveries, and pay too 
little attention to contra-indications—as 
oecurred with the sulfa drugs and the anti- 
biotics; in the increasing compartmental- 
ization of science and the mutual intoler- 
ance of the specialists; finally, of course, 
in the drive of big federal bureaus to 
extend their empires and use the federal 
grantin-aid formula to that end. 

Against these tendencies our best pro- 

on is still the congressional investi- 
wens committees, most of which, like the 
laney Committee, do a much better job 
than they are ever given credit for doing.

Anyone who has ever watched the 
streams of vehicles from 12 major boule- 
vards converge and swirl around the Etoile 
at 6 o'clock in the evening without causing 
an unimaginable traffic snarl can't help 
but be impressed with both the system 
and the drivers who bring it off. 

It could easily be otherwise. The medie- 
val burghers responsible for the basic 
pattern, or, more accurately, lack of pat- 
tern, of the central part of Paris, had no 
idea of urbanism at all.
